The Bishop- Dean Persecution. 

Culled by tlio almost unanimous voico 
of tho congregation; called by general 
consent of the inhabitants of Victoria, tlio 
good but oppressed Doan intends to oc- 
cupy tlio pulpit of Christ Church to-day. 
Conscious of having done no intentional 
wrong; desirous of doing only that which 
is right; (earing Cod more than one as- 
suming and presuming to stand in bis 
place; determined to fight for Christ, by 
struggling against the introduction of 
idolatrous practice's into His church; re- 
solved to exhort his iloek to stand fast 
in the Faith, to protect them against the 
protended care of hirelings whoso own 
the sheep are not, the poor Dean will, to- 
day, pray with those with whom he has 
prayed during the past twenty years for 
support under his afflictions and the afflic- 
tions of the Church. On the othorhand.tho 
Bishop, endowed with might, and might 
only, determined to put his tyrannical 
and unrightoous sentence into execution 
— determined not to listen to the empha- 
tically expressed sontiments of the pub- 
lio generally, means, if he can, to prevent 
tbe good man preaching and to place an- 
other to-day in his stead. What is the 
general opinion on this matter? It is that 
his Lordship has used his power austere- 
ly and tyrannically— that ho has illegally 
tried a good man and faithful minister of 
Christ, treated him like a felon, brought 
him beforo an unconstitutional tribunal 
of his own creation, of his own creatures, 
himself being at onco prosecutor, judge, 
witness, jury and executioner! Tbe people 
whose forefathers wrested their power 
and their freedom from a tyrant's grasp, 
nnd who would not allow any such tyran- 
nical court to try even the most guilty 
wretch, lift up their voices, and will their 
arms, against the assumption of such un- 
constitutional power. The universal ex- 
hibition of sympathy for the Dean provos 
the Bishop's course of proceeding to be 
contrary to tlio sentiments — to the innate 
eenso of justice of a free people and, 
therefore, pr tvei him to be wrong. There 
is but one cry: to removo tlio Bishop — 
nye, and his advisers too! If any further 
ateps be taken to carry out the seutonco 
of this Episcopal Inquisition, the public 
mind, now a smoldering volcano, will 
assuredly burst forth, and then, woo to 
the Bishop, farewell to tlio peace and 
unity of the Church, farewell to Chris- 
tian "charity. The result will be too 
dreadful even to contemplate. Prevent 
this, my Lord; for prevent it you can.

Arrival of tho Los Angeles 



The American, steamship Los Angeles, 
Captain F, C. Sholl, arrived at 3% o'clock 
yesterday moi Ding from San Francisco, 
having left that port on Tuesday and 
made the run in 3y, days.

Eastern Slates. 

New York, Sept. 24. — A sjiecial cor-

No 
committee of citizens or any person 
whatever exercised nny censorship 
over dispatches, or obtained access to 
them, or were furnished with their 
contents. 

New York, Sept. 25 — Catherine 
Beecher publishes a scathing letter to- 
day reviewing tho Tilton scandal. Sue 
says its real originator is the proprie- 
tor of tho "Independent," described 
by many who knew him as a man of 
iron will, indomitable perseverance, 
adroit manoauvering and devoted to 
money-making. Various gentlemen 
and ladies havo informod me of dishon- 
est practices by this man, which they 
havo eithor known or experienced. 
The withdrawal of my brother and 
Mrs. Stowe as contributors tothe "In- 
dependent" increased his exasperation, 
and finally this affair with a lady au- 
thoress residing in his family and the 
supposed intervention of my brother 
in causing her to decline his offer of 
marriage addod fresh excitement to 
his malignity. This fact was proba- 
bly prompted by Bowen's letter to 
Tilton licensing my brother of adulte- 
ry and rape which ho afterwards con- 
fessed hail no foundation and by an 
acknowledgment and regret for wrong 
he had done by effusions of perfect 
confidence in his pastor's integrity, 
and by a promise to avoid any further 
sinsof like nature, lio adroitly oon- 
triued to maintain his membership in 
tho Church and obtain forgiveness of his 
pastor. Tilton she describes as a man of 
mora than ordinary talents and many in- 
teresting natural traits, combined with 
weak and a deficiency in common sense. 
By my brother's influence ho secured a 
conspicuous editorial position, was in- 
troduced to tho society of distinguished 
men, and was treated by them with un- 
usual attention, tho result being over- 
mustering conceit, ambition and vanity. 
His adoption of Victoria Woodhull's free 
love principles and practices led to his 
dismissal from both the Independent and 
Brooklyn daily papers, and he believed 
my brother and my brother's wife woro 
tlio chief causes of his downfall. Reduo- 
od to poverty and disgrace, leading to ex- 
cess in drinking, his friend and class- 
mate Moultou came to brother for hob) 
to save him, pointing to tho danger aud 
despair of ono once loved as a son, and 
now on tho verge of ruin, of which my 
brother was made to feel ho was the chief 
cause. Thus camo the demands for funds 
to sustain tho Golden Age, Moultou, the 
third actor in this conspiracy, at tho pre- 
sent time stands charged in a prominent 
city paper with crimes that, if proven, 
will doom him to the Pouitontiary , while 
several men of integrity sny they are rea- 
dy to appear as witnesses in court and can 
prove theso charges, and yet this man 
belongs to an honorable firm, has moved 
unchallenged in society, is pleasing in 
manners, plausible in conversation, has 
cm uingly feigned the virtues most hon- 
oured by my brother, assuming to him 
tlio garb of an angel of light.

Canada. 

Montreal, Sept 19th.— Hon. L. S. 
Huntington, of tho Pacific Railroad, 
and President of the Council in the 
present Cabinet, along with tho finan- 
cier, Alex.Mcqueen, Esq., of London, 
havo been sued by the Canadian Cop- 
per and Chemical Pyrites Mining 
Company, of England, to recover 
£500,000 Bterling.loses alleged to havo 
been suffered from a deliberately 
fraudulent representation of defend- 
ants. They purchased extensive min- 
ing property. The "Gazette" in an 
editorial upon this suit, reflects severe- 
ly upon Huntington's conduct in this 
matter, and he lias sued the proprie- 
tors of that paper to recover $100,000 
for alleged libellous remarks. This 
suit (anil the libel case growing out of 
it.) is a subject of much speculation. 
The many friends of Mr. Huntington 
feel assured that he will come out with 
a character unblemished. 

Ottawa, Sept 10t.li. — There are ru- 
mors of important changes in the Cab- 
inet. It is likely that Cartwright 
will resign his portfolio of [Finance 
Minister to be succeeded by Hon. L. 
H. Holtoii, and that Hon. lidward 
Blake will be Premier, with Mackenzie 
still retaining his position of Minister 
of Public Works. Hon. Scott .suc- 
ceeds Ross as Minister of the Militia. 

Qi kbkc, Sept 19th. — De Bouober- 
villei has at length succeeded infor- 
ming a Cabinet after twelve days' de- 
lay. 

Europe- 

Paiub, Sep. 21. The death of Victor 
Sejour, French dramatic writer, is an- 
nounced. 

London, Sep. 21.— A dispatch from 
Madrid states that Frederick Dockery, 
an American, arrested in Cuba by 
Spaniards, and afterwnrdsent to Spain, 
has reached' Sautander, w here he is 
now cruelly incarcerated. 

St. Pktkiisiu no, Sep. 21. — Tbedov- 
ernmeut has addressed a note to the 
German Government, hoping that the 
difference existing between them on 
the Spanish question w ill not impair 
their friendship for each other. A 
cordial reply has been received from 
Germauy, assuring the Government 
that its friendship remains unalter- 
ed. 

London, 17. — Tho steamer Faraday, 
laying the direct cable, has not been 
hoard from for several days, and it is 
the impression of the company that 
tho cable has been broken. 

Pauis, Sep. 16.— The trial of the ac- 
complices ill the escape of liazaine, 
was concluded at Grasse to-day. Loc- 
hand, defending Col. Yillette, said to 
his client, that in conducting this mat- 
ter, it was the most honorable inci- 
dent of his career. Col. Yillette was 
a type of chivalrous devotion to his 
tdiief. Council then proceeded to ex- 
amine the evidence in regard to tho 
escape, and argued that it was in ex- 
act accordance with tlio account given 
by Marshal Bazaiue. Tho Judge de- 
livered a lengthy and explanatory 
judgment. He considered that es- 
cape by a rope was proved, and de- 
clared that Col. Yillette assisted in tho 
preparation. Tho Wardens were' ad- 
judged guilty of negligence, llulo, 
one of the accused, has not been nv- 
rested, and who did not appear in 
Court, was condemned to ten months 
imprisonment.

Beecher, two of tho most fashionable 
Protestant preachers of Amorica, both 
at the head of a very fashionable con- 
gregation," etc., giving the details of 
tho scaudsl, and accopting tho charges 
as facts already provod. Miss Wood- 
hull has promised to give the reporter 
her views upon "Free Love, a sect po- 
pular in tho TJnitod States, which 
proscribes marriage as immoral." 
Such is tho work tho Woodhulls are 
now doing for us here, and after this 
ono can say little about tho carica- 
tures of a Sardou. 

London, Sep. 17.— Edward Burke 
Roche, Baron of Fermoy, is dead. 

St. Petersburg, Sep. 21.— The Rus- 
sian Government, on account of the 
extensive emigration of Mennonities, 
has undertaken to exempt members of 
that sect from actual military service, 
but still hold them liable to do duty 
as hospital attendants.

" Do yon say that ?" "Yes," lie replied, 
" I do." " Well," Baid I, " You are mis- 
taken." I passed up Btairs to the barrack 
room and laid down oa|ujy bed, intending 
to sloop until the timo arrived for mo to 
go on duty. Presently Sergt: Bloomfield, 
who, T afterwards heard, was sent by 
Bowden, came rip and spoke to mo. I 
answered him rospectfully and ho went 
baok. to Bowden and reported that I was 
aobor. Bowden then camo up and asked 
me why I did not speak to him civilly 
•while at the door. I told him that it was 
booause ho had spoken to mo as if I were 
a, dog. On Monday ho preferred charges 
and suspended mo. On Tuesday I was 
triedjbefore tho Mayor and Mr. Elliott. I 
called special officer Black and four other 
witnesses, all of respectability, who prov- 
ed that I was sober, and Sergt. Bloom- 
field, the only witness called for the pros- 
ecution oxcept Bowden, testified to the 
same effect. I offered to bring seven 
other witnesses; but tho Court said it 
would be unnecessary. Yesterday, to my 
great Burprire, I received the following 
communication removing mo from tho 
force: 

Victoria, B.C., Sept. 23, 1871. 

Sir: — I am directed by His Worship 
the Mayor to inform you that, after hav- 
ing oonsidored all tho evidence produced 
in your caso, ho can arrive only at one 
conclusion, namoly, that the charge pre- 
ferred against you by Inspector Bowden 
is proven, and he must in consequence 
sustain the Inspector iu tho notion taken 
by him. Tho Mayor desires mo to ex- 
press his regret at this, as you have been 
»o long ia tho Police Forco, but in the 
f*oe of a previous charge against Jyou' ho 
ia nnablo to do otherwise. 

Tho Police Force would become a use- 
less body if propor discipline were not 
maintained. 

I have the honor to bo, Sir, your obedi- 
ent servant, "William Leigh, CP. (J. 

To Mr. William Clarko, &o. 

Thus it will bo soen that after a service 
of two years and nine months iu this city, 
and nearly nino years in Australia and 
California, I am removed on tho unsup- 
ported testimony of one witness, against 
whose word I brought fivo good men and 
true; and I ask if such is to bo tho " Jus- 
tico " meted out to members of the Police 
Force, what encouragement will thoro be 
for them to do their duty? I protest 
against tho whole proceeding and demand 
to know why Inspector Bowden's word 
is considered of so great value that it can 
boar down tho testimony of any number 
of respoctablo witnesses. I demand, ami 
shall have, a fair British trial, and if 

? roved guilty I am willing to sutler; but 
will not tahioly submit to this wicked 
attempt to injure my character. 
I remain the public's obedient sorv't.,
